Eleetions to fill vacancies in tlie 
House oceasioued by the acceptance of 
office by Messrs. Walkcin, Boaveu and 
Huinpliroys are announced in tlio Ga- 
zette. Under tlie Constitution, -svlion a 
vineniber'of the House accopts offico his 
.,''jseat''Hn'''^tlie' ••'House ipso facto be- 
comes vacant, and ho then appeals to 
' iiis constituents to knov if they ap- 
prove or disapprove of his course, 
Should tlioy approve of bis accejjtance 
of office, they re-olect liim. Should 
- tijByr show .they disappro^ they reject 
Kin. "Wo may mention that it is an 
unusual circumstance for a member 
seeking re-election to meet with o])po- 
sition in his own coiistituency. Two 
years and a-half ago a most unreason- 
able opposition was given the late Pre- 
|nier in this city, ajid his opponents 
very properly received a stinging re- 
buke at the bands of the constituency 
in the overwhelming defeat of their 
candidate. A like fate attended the 
opposition oilerod to the late Chief 
Commissioner's return in Yale district; 
but last year a member of Mr. Elliott's 
cabinet who had accepted oiBco was de- 
feated at Cariboo. On all these occa- 
sions wo characterized tho course of the 
then opposition as ungracious, ungener- 
ous- and unpatriotic, although not uu- 
precedeiited. Consistency is said to he 
a jowi'l. We know it is a very rare one, 
but -wo claim that it is pos- 
sessed by the party with wliom 
w6 had the honor to act in the 
last irouse and no ])ositiou i.s 
contemjilated on their part to tho re- 
turn of Messrs. Walkciu, Beavon and 
Humphreys. Wc will go further and 
say that in tho ]n'eseut .state of public 
feeling opposition (oven if contemplated) 
would be looked upon as mere factious- 
ness, and as such would 1)0 reprobated 
at the polls. The Walkom Govern- 
ment have a riglit to claim fair i)lay. 
It was not acconled the Elliott Gov- 
ernment, whoso ])oliey was clogged at 
every turn of tho wheel. But two 
wrongs never yet made a riglit. The 
new Aliuistry should and will bo judg- 
ed by their acts ; and in tlie present 
state of public aflairs it would — to 
a])ply the mildest term — be unpatriotic 
to aenounce thorn on "general prin- 
ciples" before their policy, is before the 
country. From tlie tone of tho 
Premier's speech on Saturday night 
last we incline to tho opinion that he 
proposes to jjursuo a moderate and 
sensible course in dealing with the 
disturbing questions that now distract 
the Province. The country awaits with 
anxiety the enunciation of the policy 
of^ the . new Government, and in the 
meantime they have a right to demand 
a "show" for tbeir ofiicial lives. 

DRU2TSEN2TESS NOT HEUEDITAP,? 
NOH A DISEASE. 

Recently, in New York, the mem- 
bers of the Faculty of the State Luna- 
tic Asylum (famous physicians) ex- 
pressed their . opinions as follows on 
drunkenness: The hereditary and trans- 
mission idea Jias induced men to 
blind themselves, and seek only gi-ati- 
fication. It is not tho father or the 
mother, says the Faculty, wiio is to 
blame for the son's drunkenness, but 
the son himself. !Many defend their 
sons and husbands on the ground that 
it _>wa8 born in them. It cannot be 
6oini in them. A kind word from tho 
mother to her boy may save him, where 
the pretence of hereditary may send 
him to ruin. Drunkenness is a disease, 
and when a man has a flask in his 
pocket ho has tho disease. If it is gone, 
there is no disease. Inebriety is not a 
disease, but a .self-provoked, temjiorary 
perversion of our natural functions, in- 
duced for the purjioso of sinful gi-atifi- 
cation. Brain workers often engage to 
do more than their physical strength 
will sustain, and resort to brandy to 
quicken-their flagging enei'gles at the 
expense of that reserve force which no 
man realizes. The stimulant is soon 
taken too often ; health bn^aks and 
habitual drinking habits are fastened 
upon him. Intemperance is soinotimcs 
due to a defective organization. It is 
the logical result of a defective traijiing. 
It is not an inherent condition, but is 
acquired, and a condition for which the 
individual is responsible. Drunkenness 
is . not produced bj' any disease or 
physical condition. It is a moral 
obliquity. Alcohol is not food ; is not 
a necessity to honltliy men, wliile men 
wlio are weak by inheritance — weak 
physically .and mentally — ought to 
shun alcohol as they would a deadly 
malady. Alcohol .-dways produces de- 
lit'erious changes in the most vital 
organs of the body, ivom wliicli spring 
most mortal diseases, and it increases 
the fatality of ordinary ailments. It is 
the amount of alcohol used, and not the 
forin under which it is taken, that de- 
temiiies the amount of evil it will ac- 
complisii.'" \

A Story that ,11 Dais Lilio a Chapter 
from "Las Miserablos." 



[Krom the Ctncinnati Enquirer.] 
Among the numerous moss-grown old 
tombstones in the graveyard of 
Williamsburg, Virginia, is one which 
bears'the following inscription: 
Sacred to the memory of 

sabah Bm.vnih'L, 
Wlio died at the age of twenty-five, 
slain, with her twQ io&nt daugh- 
ters, by her own husband. 
She was fair to look upon, pure as snow, 
and beloved by all who knew her. 
Divine Providence alone knows 
why she had to perish so mis- 
erably. 

This ejiitaph, some of the words of 
which are hardly legible any longer, is 
the only record left of one of the most 
terrible tragedies that over took place 
in the Old Dominion. 

It was in 1798 that John Semphill, a 
young man, who said ho was froni Santa 
Cruz in the West Indies, arrived at 
Williamsburg and settled there as a 
tobacco planter. He had plenty of 
money and was able to purchase about 
one thoufiand acres of the finest soil, 
within a short distance of tho old town. 

Being apparently a gentleman in 
every sense of tho word, Mr. Semphill 
was admitted to tho best society in his 
new home, and a year later ho was mar- 
ried to Sarah Jones, a beautiful heiress, 
■ tho festivities being celebrated with ex- 
traordinary pomp and splendor. In tho 
course of time, two daughters wero born 
to the young couple, and everybody pre- 
dicted a long career of cloudless happi- 
ness for them. Alas 1 how terrible those 
bright anticipations were to be disap- 
jjointed. 

It was Christmas eve in 1801, that a 
strange looking man, in a sort of 
military uniform, appeared at tho housi; 
of Mr. Senqihill, who was in Rich- 
mond at the time. Mrs. Semphill re- 
ceived tlie stranger in tho parlor. 

"Do you spoak French, madamo J" lie 
said to her in very broken English. 

She replied in the, affirmative. — 

"Then, madame, ploaso send your two 
nurse girls vn&k fJio chUdren out of tho 
room.' 

She did so, and looked interrogatively 
at her visitor. Tho latter liositated a mo- 
ment. Then ho said in tone of deep emo- 
tion: 

"Poor lady, I have terrible tidings for 
you." ^ •' _ ' 

"Hoavona!" slio cried, turning vcr>' 
p.-ile; "my luisbaiid — " 

"Your husband is an infamous villain.'' 

"Sir !" sho esclauned, indignantly. 

' 'Ho has basely deceived you. He is an 
escaped galley slave, a thief and a mur- 
derer 1" 

Sho uttered n heart-rending scream. 

"Do you toll mo the truth /"alio gasped. 

"Ho is a Spanish thief, and was sent to 
the galleys of Barcelona for life. He made 
his OBcapo from there and fled to Cuba, 
wlioro ho robbed and murdered a rich 
planter. I am hero to take him to Cuba, 
whore tho scallbld surely awaits liim." 

The atUicted lady had become strangely 
calm. 

"Sir," sho said to tho stranger, "before 
you aiTest him, will you permit me to 
hold a private interview 'with — with — " 

' 'His true name is Juan Cefiro. If you 
will let mo remain in an adjoining room 
until ho returns from Richmond, where 
ho h.os gone, I undoratand, you may see 
him priv.itely. " ,. . 

"I expect him back every moment." 

Half an hour Inter, Cefiro, sdias Semp- 
hill, made his appearance. His wife 
briefly told him everything. Ho flew into 
a terrible rage. Ho shot Iior through tho 
heart, and rualiod out of tho room to tho 
nursery, wlioro ho stabbed his two little 
daughters. Tho next moment tho Cuban 
ofRcor, who liad rushed after him, suc- 
ceeded, after a desperate struggle, in 
shackling him. Tlie news of this horrible 
tragedy spread like wildfire through 
the old tovm, and in loss tliaii 
twenty minutes a largo concourse of 
people had gathered in front of Semphill's, 
alias Ccfiro's house. Vociferous tlircats 
to lynch the murderer were made, andthe 
Deputy Shorifl's, who wero promptly on 
hand to aiTcst him, had tho utmost diffi- 
culty in taking him to jail, where he was 
chained to the floor, having threatened 
to commit suicide. ■ 

Tho villam was hung on tho 17tli of 
May, 1803.

English canal maker of the last century,

Inquiring tho 
meaning of this, ho was told that they 
had not heard the clock strike, it being 
much more easy to miss hearing the 
single stroke than half a dozen or so.

Queen Victoria was commemorated 
Friday in a lively way at Sookcby the suc- 
cessful launching of a beautiful ateaui 
propeller, built for tho enterprising firm 
of Muir Brothers, whoso venerable ancestor 
has laid tlio foundation of tho houses of 
many a Happy family in that thriving dis- 
trict. The weather was fine and every- 
thing favorable for an event, which was 
of all absorbing interest; and as the tide 
rose due care and precaution were taken 
to make the launch a success. About 
sunset tho beautiful craft glided majesti- 
cally into tho harbor with hearty cheers 
from old and young who had assembled. 

Tho import.ant ceremony of christening 
was performed by Mrs. Michael Muir, 
and amid tho cheers from dock and shore 
a handsome burgee of blue and white 
fluttered in tho breeze and disclosed in 
good ronian letters the name " TF oodaide," 
m honor of one whosejpntriarchal residence 
is so well known under that name. Wo 
might give a description of this yacht-liko 
craft whicli was said by ono to be "as beau- 
tiful as a peacock when on the stocks, and 
to float with all the majesty of tho swan 
whon in tliQ water;" but it may be more 
' interesting to tlie public to be informed 
that sho was drafted by Mr. Samuel Sea, 
of. Victoria, whowas the builder, and who 
has submitted a specimen of his handi- 
work which will carry his nanio into every 
harbor in which this little vessel may 
trade or adventure. Her dimensions are 
78 feet in length; boaiit, 15 feet; depth 
of hold, 6 foet 6 indies, witii a half poop 
deck about 22 feet long and 2 feet deep. 
Hoi" franio and fastenings and material 
arc all of the very best, and workmanship 
has 'done justice to tho wood, iron and 
copper of which sho is composed. Tho 
engine is 35 horse-power niado by Mr. 
John Dougal of Victoria, and the boilers 
and propeller by Jlr. Spratt, where every- 
thing is in place under the care and 
Buporintcndoncoof Messrs. MuirBros. We 
hope to welcome tho " Woodsido" in tho 
harbor of Victoria. She is admirably 
adapted to the carrying trade and all the 
requirements of Sooke, and can tow a 
frigatoiif required to do so on an emer- 
gency.

At the recent competitive examination 
for entrance to. High School held through- 
out tho Province tho following was ono of 
tho questions in geography : "Tell what 
you can about China, its locality, race of 
mon; food of tho people, exports, itc." 
An eleven year old pupil in Chilliwhack 
answered thusly: "China is an empire in 
tho southeast of Asia ; tho people live 
chiefly on rice ; they like to smoke opium 
»nd chow it ; thoy export rico, tea, and 
soniotinios themselves to Amoricaand other 
continents ; they aro copper,.color they 
live chiefly in Asia ; they will Boon live 
almost chiefly in most every country ; 
they take tea leaves, whicli they have 
used themsol'7f!s and chop them up and 
color them with copper ; they havo money 
with a square hole in the middle, and thoy 
put tliom on a long string and hang them 
around thoir necks ; when they aro young 
thoy sliavo off all tho hair off thoir heads 
and only leave a littlo tuft of hair on tho 
back of their heads, and when, their hair 
grows thoy braid it and make' a queue ; 
sometimes they wind it around their 
heads, and sometimes they let it hang 
do\Tn vory near to their heels ; they have 
thoir own Lmguage and it is said to bo tho 
hardest in tho world to loarn ; they are 
not vory big in size, but some of them aro 
pretty big ; they are strong for a nation ; 
thoy have seven million gods ; they treat 
tho Emperor vory nicoly ; whon they want 
to iisk anything from him they have to 
knock their heads on tho floor about 
twenty times before they can ask it ; thoy 
call othor people foreign dovils ; thoy have 
a god of thunder and in front of tho god 
a woman stands with reflectors in hor 
hand, which they say shows him where to

Waoes and Living in Ireland. — Tho 
Dopartmont of State at Washington is 
g.\thering statistics relative to tho prices 
of labor in different countries. Tho Unit- 
ed States Consul at Belfast, Ireland, sends 
tho following: "In this part of Ireland, 
farm hands receive about §2 per week, with 
board and lodging; railway and othor la- 
borers ?4 50 per week; and mechanics, 
S-1 50 to $G per week, according to ability. 
Tho cost of living is about ten per cent, 
greater than five years ago, while wages 
remain .about tho same. Of the necessaries 
of life, flour costs BG cents; oatmeal, 32 
cents; potatoes, 24 cents; and Indian meal, 
28 cents, per stono of 14 pounds. Rent 
varies from !?20 to §85 per annum. . The 
complaint is general that trade is very un- 
satisfactory. Tho linen mills run from 
a.m. to 6p.m., with two hours' intQ(ival 
for moals. On Saturdays, they close at 2 
p.m." 

Not TnuE. — The New Westminster 
Afa 1 n/a n<i rrficHi says: "Tho extraor- 
dinary story .about Mrs. Hills' insanity 
was all pure invention. It would appear 
that tho passage was vory stormy and 5lrs. 
Hills liecame very nervous. , The surgeon 
on board administered morphine with the 
object of producing sleep, but unfortun- 
ately produced a contrary effect, and tho 
result was oxcessivo nervous paroxysms, 
with great cerebral disturbance. The 
lady lost all consciousness till her arrival 
at San Francisco, whon the system entire- 
ly recovered its normal condition, and she 
proceeded on her journey in perfect 
health.

Rev. Amos E. Euss, M.A., from the 
field in British Columbia spoke as fol- 
lows : Ho said thoy should not believe 
all they hearil agauist that Province, 
because like things had been said about 
Ontario before it had been well settled. 
British law and order was there as 
much respected as here. At their last 
district meeting the report showed 
twonty-fivo churches, fifty-four preach- 
ing places, church sittings four thousand, 
number in attendance 6,27.0, value of 
church projierty $71,000. He had been 
in Britiali Columbia for six years, most 
of his tiino being spent in Victoria, the 
cajjital, where their people not only 
supported Grace Church, but conducted 
work among tho Indians and a school 
for Chinamen. What thoy wanted was 
money to educate and employ a Chinese 
agent. In 18G8 Uiero wore 68,000 
Chinese on tho Pacific coast ; that is, in 
British Columbia, California, Oregon, 
and Washington Territory ; now they 
numbered 150,000. British Columbia 
had 3,000, one-third of -whom -were in 
Victoria. Tho Chinaman could be kept 
from this Continent neither by British, 
nor American, nor any other law. Ho 
is tloteriniued to come in. Here then 
was a largo opening for work. The 
Inilians also needed attention. In ono 
of his tri])s to Fort Simpson ho found 
that noble hero, Brother Crosby, and 
his amiable and courageous wife, doing 
a grand work there. (Applause.) Thoy 
woulil both bo a credit to any mission 
liold. From six o'clock in the morning 
till ten at night the Indians called at 
their house for medicine and medical 
treatment. A Misa Knott, who was 
with tlioin, aided not only in their 
school but in othor way.s. Fort Simp- 
son contained a population of about 
1,000. [Ho nhowed tho audience a 
water-color sketch of the place, which, 
he remarked, had been painted by an 
Indian lad about eighteen years of age.] 
Tiiis lad never had a drawing lesson, 
but drew that sketch by his o-wn 
natural genius. If thoy had any rich 
old niista- ill Toronto, with whom they 
did not know -^vhat to do, lot them send 
him up there, and the Indians would 
make him "shell out." (Laughter.) 
Tho journey would be only 1, "200 miles, 
and the co.st only $50. (Renewed 
huiglitor. ) Some of the fortificationB 
of tiu! place, which oxiated in 1874, 
wore now removed, and that was efi'ect- 
ed by nothing but the jiowor of our 
holy Christianity. (Applause.) Of 
course ho would not forget that the 
grand old Union Jack, which waved 
there as freely and as greatly honored 
ns in Toronto, exercised its influence in 
ameliorating the condition of af- 
fairs among the Indians. He then 
gave an account of a canoe trip 
in company -with Mr. Crosby to a 
settlement on tho Naas River, where 
tho Indians, numbering between four- 
teen and fifteen hundred, employed 
themselves catching small fish called 
hoolicans, about the size and vory simi- 
lar to sardines. The grease of this fish, 
which they put up in large bags, was 
both butter and sauce to these people. 
He was occupied on the morning of 
his arrival from 9 o'clock till twelve 
Hlmking liands w-ith tho villagers, and 
he could assure tlioni that at the close 
he was very much anointed. (Laugh- 
ter.) He need hardly mention the 
aroma of the occasion, as the Indians 
did not pack the grease until it had 
been standing for two or three weeks. 
(Renewed laughter.) On the following 
Sabbath 110 less than nino services 
were hold, beginning at half-past six 
in the morning and continuing until 
half-past ten at night, and be thought 
ho had never spent a more interesting 
Sabbath in his life. The district 
known as tlin Greaso Trail were asking 
imploringly for a missionary; ho had 
ju.st received a letter fi'Oin Brother Cros- 
by urging him to secure one. There 
w-ero eight or nine thousand Indians 
up tliero waiting for tlio Gospel tidings, 
and ho belioved there wore resources 
enough in Ontario to su])jily their 
want. The reverence of tho Indians 
for the liouHO of God was bonutiful and 
gratifying, and their liberality fully 
equal to their moans. Last October 
the roof of their magnificent church at 
Fort Simpson "was blown off by a 
storm, and thoy set to work, and, un- 
aided, at a cost of $1,000 had it put 
on again. He conducted a Bible class 
of GOO every Sabbath afternoon at the 
fort, and tho Indians most devoutly 
studied the Scriptures. One of the 
wants there was a school-house. 
Brother Crosby, in his unbounded gen- 
erosity, had already exceeded his means, 
and it was to be hoped tho people of 
Ontario would come to his help.

Our citizens are putting on their best 
bibs and tuckers for the recaption of tho 
guests from all qu.artors, who are expect- 
ed hero on Dominion Day. Groat wagon 
loads of evoi-grcena ar constantly passing 
through our thoroughfares, and bunting 
is in demand. Tho baz.ailr for tho St. 
Ann's Convent will bo quite a pretty af- 
fair; tlio fitting and decorations are well 
advanced. 



A meeting -was h'jld yesterday at tho 
City Council Chambers for the purpose of 
receiving the annual report of the trustees 
and to elect a trustee in tho place of Mr. 
James Fell, who retired. 

Dr. Aflli having been voted to tho chair, 
tho Secretary, Mr. W. Wilson, proceeded 
to road tho report, which stated that out 
of 1029 children attending tlie public 
schools, (excluding the High School) Vic- 
toria sends G17, or nearly ono-third of the 
total number. Of tho 50 boys and girls 
who passed the compotitivo oxaminatior^ 
for oiitrauce to the High School in 1877, 
lois than 33 belonged to our school, so 
that with ono-third of tho nunibor of 
icholars our children carried ott' two-thirds 
of thu lionora. This gratifying result is 
mainly to be attributed to the teachers 
who aro selected by tho trustees. During 
tho past year tho tru.stoca havo secured 
tho services of IVIr. Jas. N. McL.iughlin 
and Mr. G. C. Phinnoy, both highly 
trained and eaiciont teachora. The edu- 
cational staff is, in tho opinion of tho 
truatocs, a most excellent one, an opinion 
which thoy believe will bo shared- by all 
those parents who attended tho recent 
examination. Thoy regret that thero aro 
a number of bills outstanding for tho 
year, but as no appiropriation has boon 
made thoy still remain unpaid. Thoy 
trusted that the public schoob at tlie 
hands of tho Oovornmont would continue 
to receive promi)t and gonorous attention. 
Mr. Wilson said thoro was ono difliculty 
which the trustees had to deal with, viz : 
maiij' of tho parents objected to thoir 
children p»ssiiig out into tho High School, 
because thoy considered the teaching 
thoro was not as good as in tho lower. 
Hub consequently causo.d a deadlock at 
the head of tho school. Tho trustoos havo 
nothing to do with tho appointmoiit of 
miistors for tho High School, but ho hop- 
ed tho dilllculty would bo overcome now, 
as the Board of Education aro examining 
into the condition of tho High School. 
Ho was strongly ojjposed to the Govern- 
ment grant of §40,000 being voted in a 
lump sum, as ho coiisidertfd it would be 
moro bonoiicial to make appropriations 
for each district. The trustooa complain 
that thoro are not sufficient teachers, as 
thoy think 40 childron were quito enough 
for ono teacher, whore.is now tho average 
number of children to each teacher is be- 
tween 40 and GO. Tho trunteea havo the 
power to appoint ai^eachor, but unless tho 
Board of Education sanction that appoint- 
ment the teacher will got no salary. , 

Dr. Aah said tho power of tho Boar^l 
of Education was vory limited indeed. 

Mr. Wilson then road tlio cosh account 
■which showed tho entire expenditure of 
S500 appropriated for 1877. 

The reports wore adopted. 

Mr. James Fell the retiring trustee was 
then ro-eloctod by acclamation. 

Mr. Wilson said ono matter which re- 
quired the oarncat attention of the rate- 
payers was separating the girls' school 
from tho boys'. Mr. McKenzio, tho prin- 
cipal of tho school, ho said, was moat oar- 
uest in his support of the measure, which 
they havo found noooasary to introduce in 
San Francisco. 

Mr. Foil boliovod tliat whore good 
teachers aro appointed and proper super- 
vLiiCn exorcised there is no occasion 
for Hoparating them. Ho considered it 
most advantageous that both sexes should 
be at tho same school, and saw no reason 
to ^oubt that in the present iiistancs duo 
care was being taken of tlio childron. 

Tlio meeting then adjourned with a 
vote of thanks to tho chairman. The at- 
tendance of ratepayers was very small in- 
deed, there being only eleven persons 
present J 

Eraser 3liver Fishery Regnilatioae. 



At a mooting of cannery [jroprietors 
held at Now Weotminator a fow days 
since, a resolution w.as carried protesting 
against the regulations recently imposed 
by tho Dominion Government, and tho 
following telegrams sub3cc|uontIy passed 
between Dr. Mclnncs, M. P. and tho 
Minister of Marino and Fisheries:

Ploaso withdraw adoption of Fishery 
Regulations, till further advised by let- 
ter. Thor« is no salt water s.almon fish- 
ing in B. C. Rivers. Does "fresh waters" 
moan waters affected by tides ? Enforce- 
ment of this rule virtually closes cannor- 
iea. Closing salmon fishing til^ midnight 
Sundays compels canneries to closo l\Ion- 
day for want of fish. Thoy ask for clos-

Editor Colonist : 

Mr. Sproat has presented through 
your columns of May 8th a, rather 
formidable array of figures to convince 
the public that we in a former com- 
munication made an inappropriate use 
of the word hmje, as descriptive of the 
Indian reservation in this immcdiato 
vicinity. 

This reservation embraces tho entire 
North side of the valley for a distance 
of not less than ten or twelve inile.s. 
It crosses to tho South sido at tho 
North-east of us and includes sevcr.ftl 
miles in length there; it again crosses 
and completes its circuit by taking in 
sOmo 3,000 acres on the South side of 
the river to tho South-west of us, and 
tho bands to w-liicli this allotment is 
made have three or four othor detached 
grants of largo extent. Sucli is the 
Indian reservation w-ithin which our 
property is coral led, and we believe 
any one, not excepting the Coinmis.sion- 
cr himself, if placed in our position, 
and forced, on going from homo, to 
pass for four miles througli a w-or.so 
than penal colony — a settlement com- 
posed in part of convicted, in [)art of 
unconvictoil felons — before being able 
to breathe the pure, untainted air of 
freedom, would readily admit that no 
more fitting appellation could be ap- 
plied than a huge Jndiaa reservation. 

If, as Mr. Sproat asserts, this land is 
" Merely unlit for any jiurpose," w-hy 
was it granted to tho Indians ? W'hy 
subject a few- settlers to lasting annoy- 
anco and aggression, and ruin their 
prospects socially and financially mere- 
ly to gratify the Indians in the posses- 
sion of what can bo of no practical 
benefit to them? "Were tho Comniission- 
ers acting on tho principlo which we 
are all advised is neither natural or 
correct — a child calling for bread to 
receive a stono 1 In this instance, per- 
haps the worst feature is the fact that 
" the stone" can only bo used to harass 
and damage the adjacent settlers. 
Whether wo number our acres by the 
hundreds or by the thousands can 
neither directly nor indircctlj- have any 
bearing upon the subject at issue; fur- 
ther than the greater our interests 
here the more heavy must consequent- 
ly bo our loss. Were our land of an 
inferior quality and of little value we 
might abandon it without much sacri- 
fice. It is sad conimentat-y upon tho 
frailty of human nature, that in many 
communities there are malevolent, 
Janus-faced meddlers, who, impelled by 
selfishness, by envy, by malice or some 
other sentiment equally base, are ever 
ready to travel out of their way to ad- 
vise or procure the inflliction of an in- 
jury upon a neighbor, and though 
learning with surprise and sorrow that 
such characters e.xist in our near vi- 
cinity, Mr. Sproat has our hearty 
thanks for pointing them out and di- 
recting our attention to them. But is 
it not somewhat singular that natural 
instinct did not w-arn him that it was 
the interference of an enemy ■\vliich 
was intervening 1 Our complaint from 
the first has been based upon tho fact 
that our social and financial prospects 
were being ruined by sudi objection- 
able surroundings, and wo have con- 
tended that a State has neither tho le- 
gal nor moral right to make such un-. 
anticipated disposition of tho public 
domain as to make the settler's social 
position the most impleasant imagina- 
ble, and to make his legitimately ac- 
quired property of no value in the 
market of the world; and until it is 
proven to the satisfaction of the public 
that a free State has such a prerogative, 
tho discussion of minor jjoiiita and sido 
issues may veiy properly remain in 
abeyance. To gratify Mr, Sproat's 



curipsity, we will simply state that not 
deeming it necessary tfiat each of ' bur 
individual names be subscribed to these 
papers, we have adopted a collective 
one.
